103 Degree* High 


The maximum temperature ex- 


pected today was 103 degrees and 
a new all-time high at the State 
Weather Bureau at Columbus for 
a July 14 was certain. 


The highest temperature ever 


recorded on this date was 96 in 
1931 and at 10 a. m. that figure 
had been reached with the ther- 
mometer climbing steadily. 


When a temperature of 101 de- 


grees was recorded at the State 
Bureau yesterday it marked the 
sixth consecutive day in which the 
reading has been 100 or higher. 


The current heat wave is the 


longest as well as the most intense 
in the 66 year history of the bu- 
reau. 


In addition to Columbus other 


cities which reported high tem- 
peratures included: Lima 104; Na- 
poleon 104; Dayton 104; Circleville 
103; Sidney 103; Wilmington 103;

The highest to date among 
national banks is 108.8 percent 
paid by the First National Bank, 
Dillon vale.

with interest and returned to 
stock investors more than double 
their original Investment This 
was a voluntary liquidation. 


Others Pay 90 Cents 


To date, forty-nine Ohio banks 


have returned more than 90 cents 
on the dollar to their depositors.

reluctant to make any forecast on 
the exact amount any given bank 
will finally pay, records indicate 
that in the long run .depositors in 
many of the closed banks by and 
large will fare better than if they 
had had their funds in any other 
investment with the exception of 
government bonds.

IN COYOTE WAR 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UP) — 


Prompted by a story of a Mon- 
tana coyote trapper, Texas hunt- 
ers of predatory animals are pre- 
paring to use wire-haired terriers 
In their business. 


R. E. Bate man, a Montana dis- 


trict agent for the U. S. Depart- 
ment of 
Agricture's 
predatory 


animal survey, described how the 
tiny dogs were used in den-hunt- 
ing. He sent a dog into a female 
coyote's den, and to his surprise 
the terrier returned without its 
jprey. 


Bateman then tied a light chain 


to the dog's collar and sent it back 
again. There was a great commo- 
tion in the hole below. The hunter 
gave a tug on the chain and out 
came the dog with a coyote almost 
twice as large. 


The dogs are 
used for their 


ability to follow a scent as well as 
their retrieving ability. 


Professional hunters in Texas 


destroyed 914 predatory animals 
in April. The animals — coyotes, 
bobcats, wolves, and mountain 
lions—annually take a heavy toll 
from domestic animals on farms 
and ranches in West Texas. The 
April catch included 702 coyotes, 
144 bobcats, 66 wolves, and two 
mountain lions. 


In April 101 men worked a total 


of 2,937 days with dogs, traps and 
rifles killing predatory pests. The 
best catches were by Alvin Strey 
and Mike Williams. Strey took 49 
coyotes and 14 bobcats in Culber- 
son County and Williams killed 13 
coyotes, eight bobcats and one 
mountain lion.

hensions. Yet he comes out of his 
experience none the worse, and 
graduates usually in a pretty 
healthy condition. 


In the case of the kidneys, the 


danger of suggestion is not so bad, 
because these organs seldom pro- 
duce any noticeable symptoms, 
and an examination of the urine 
quickly clears up any doubts about 
whether they are diseased or not. 
Indeed, tha experience may b« a 
good thing, in that it brings a per- 
son to his family physician for a 
checkup. 


Before taking up kidney dis- 


orders, let ua consider the func- 
tions of these remarkable organs. 
Remarkable, indeed! If any of our 
households or any hotel had as ef- 
ficient a way of disposing of waste 
as the body has In the kidneys, it 
could be accounted lucky. 


All the blood in the body goes 


through the kidneys over and over 
again every day—600 quarts of 
blood a dav—(some estimates have 


it as high as 1,500 quarts). The 
blood vessels that go to the kid- 
neys break up into a network In 
the form of vine, and from the 
atalks there hang little tortuous 
loops that look like bunches of 
grapes. These are the glomeruli, 
and around them the kidney ctlls 
are formed one layer deep. 


Blood Slows Down 


The blood moves very slowly 


when it reaches these 
tufts—it 


slows down to about 18 Inches an 
hours—and the kidney cells, lik« 
busy little workers with pumps, 
suck out materials from this slow 
moving stream, and dump them 
into the inside of the kidney sew- 
age channels. 


The purpose of this arrange- 


ment is easy to understand if you 
compare the kidney glomerulus to 
an ordinary steam radiator. This 
is broken up Into a set of loops, 
so that the steam will be exposed 
to as much air surface in the room 
as possible. Thus in a three-coil 
radiator occupying three cubic feet 
of space, there will be available 
nearly 50 square feet of exposed 
surface. 


So in a kidney, which altogether 


is only about 20 cubic inches, the 
glomerulen surface over which the 
blood flows is about 67 square feet, 
about the floor area of a room. 


From this thin film of slowly 


moving blood, the busy kidney cells 
—the little pumpers—extract the 
waste products of the body. Mostly 
water, but also the nitrogen waste 
products—urates, uric acid, etc. 
Indeed, we do not know exactly all 
they do extract, because the kid- 
ney channel lined with cells Is 280 
miles long altogether, and it is 
probable that both good and bad 
materials from the blood stream 
are dumped into the kidney chan- 
nels, and as they go down stream, 
the cells absorb the pood ones back 
into the blood arain.

First new sedans of the five- 


passenger type are scheduled to 
leave the production lines of the 
Gorki Automobile Plant soon. The 
government has announced that 
they will be constructed with the

The 1936 manufacturing 
quota is 13,000.

Kapitas remained in the Soviet 
Union under promise

work would receive full support, 
and his Cambridge laboratory be 
moved to Russia. Some of his most 
valuable assistants were employed 
to assist him here, a home was 
built for him and he was honored 
as a Soviet scientist. 


He is head of the Institute of 


Physical Problems, construction of 
which has been completed by the 
Academy, and in the buildings of 
which his Cambridge equipment 
has been installed. 


Sparks Like Cannon Shot 


Electrical equipment of the lab- 


oratory includes a special elec- 
trical generator producing 20,000 
amperes, and a spark as loud as a 
cannon shot. Exceptionally mass- 
ive foundations and ceilings have 
been installed in the laboratory. 
The X-ray 
department's 
walls 


were covered with barrium putty 
30 inches thick, and the doors with 
a thick layer of lead. 


Whether the scientist was per- 


suaded to remain 
in 
Russia 


through extensive offers of co- 
operation and financial reward, or 
whether his services were com- 
mandeered by the sirrjple process 
of refusing him an exit visa, his 
friends have been unable to aser- 
tain 


However, his work here has 


aroused intense interest in the 
Soviet daily and periodical press, 
which comments on the imme- 
diately practical as well as the 
fantastic possibilities of his experi- 
ments. 


With the discovery oi an impor- 


tant supply of natural gas, suit- 
able for production helium, in the 
Caucasus and Middle Volga re- 
gions the Soviet Union expects to 
wrest from the United States the
